MOSCXDW (CP)—After all the heavy thinking, 
one word may explain old Mother Ruasia. 

For yean, experts sought to solve the Soviet 
puzzle. Winston Churchill, in a classic phrase, 
^wke of a riddle, ■ mystery, an enigma. 

And yet some offer a one-word solution— 
under-development. 

The Idea Is that this leviathan 
amona lands, despite strikinK 
progress in the physical realm. 

Is still politically primitive, still 
back with the underdeveloped 
two-thirds ol mankind. 

Theorists' draw a distinction 
between Western rule of law 
and the autocratic, ahsolutist 
traditions of the regulated so¬ 
ciety that is Russia 

After centuries in which free¬ 
dom. In Tennyson's words, 
slowly broadened down from 
precedent to precedent, Europe 
and North America evolved a 
sense ol compromise, a respect 
lor human values and individual 
dignity, a tradition of free 
■(leaking and tolerated dissent, 
m instinct for gradual rather 
than violent develoiHneiii.
